Ration Boards
Take Over ODT
Gasoline Work

Arrangements under which lo-
cal OPA boards will take over
from the Office of Defense
Transportation issuance of
temparary and emergency gaso-
line rations for all commercial
vehicles, starting Monday, Oct.
16, have been completed.

Under theé new procedure, ‘ap-
plications by bus, truck, taxi-
cab, rental car operators for
temporary rations will be made
to local OPA boards rather than
to the ODT district office. These

rations will be issued by local | 1y

boards and any appeals from
their decisions will be handled
by OPA. Thus OPA will have
complete authority over the fs-
suance of such additional ra-
tions, Paul Barksdale d'Orr,
OPA district ration chief, said.

This change is expected to im-
prove serVice to the operators,
since in the eight Southern Cal-
ifornia counties they will have
available 130 local OPA boards
as compared with the ODT dis;
trict office.

ODT, as in the past, will han-
dle - applications for certificates
of war necessity or for perma-
nent changes in certificate al-

culture, will continue to make
recommendations on temporary
gas allotments’ for farmers
trucks, but will refer such ap-
plications to local OPA boards
for action, instead of to ODT
district ofﬂces.

The drapping of design stand-
ards, requested by the National
Housing Agency, will permit a

return to prewar quality homes,

although still of small size. The

to a nearstandstill by the ten-
dency of huilders and prospec-
tive buyers to gamblé on  an

early German collapse and to

“wait for something better.”
Greater comfort and individpal:

ity are about all that the new

relaxation, not yet offn:ially an-
nounced, will permit.

Present rules limit a one-bed-
room, one-story house to 650
square feet of floor area, and
a two-bedroom house to 800
feet. Such limitations would be
dropped, along with the require-
ment that the kitchen and bath-
room must be back to back—or,
in a two-story house, one above
the other—to save plumbing.

By ' abandoning ‘these stand-
ards builders could use for a
one-room dwelling the materials
which previously could only
have gone into a three-room
house, although the over-all lim-
itation of $6,000 still holds at
this ‘moment.

Cigaret Shartage
Will Ease Soon,
Says, Government

Easing of the current cigar
ette shoftage was predicted to-

day in statement by L. M.
Kearns, Ehief food 'products di:
vision, fice of Price Adminis-
tration.

Kearns explained that it has
been reported that the growers
labor shortage has eased off,
making available additional. to-
bacco ‘for cigarette manufactur-
ing purposes and that the pres-
ent shortage will become less
acute in the near future.

“The local situation is being
aggravated by professional
shoppers and hoarders who go
from store to store buying cig-
arettes without consideration for
other smokers,” Kearns said.
“We have received other reports
that clerks in some- retail es-
tablishments take home several
cartons . of cigarettes which they
sell to their friends at exorbi-
tant prices, thus breaking the
law and depriving regular cus-
tomers. of an opportunity to
buy.”

Kearns alsp sounded a warn-
ing that wholesalers who tie-in
sale of cigarettes with candy,
pipes, ‘Mexican chewing gum
